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}* overturned by Appeal Board

Sections of the ASSSC Constitution were 
overturned yesterday by the Board of 
Judicial Appeal (BOJA) as it reversed a 
Board of Justice decision that had earlier 
disqualified presidential candidate Scott 
Burns. 

The decision, made only minutes before 
the State Hornet deadline and just hours 
before the printing of the election ballots, 
held that Article VI, Section 1 part A of 
the constitution, requiring that candidates 
be “full-time (12 units or more) students”’ 
was discriminatory against a large class 
of students on campus, 

The chief justice of the BOJA, Lorenzo 
Patino, cited a California State Supreme 
Court decision which held that voters 
need not be literate in English to vote. 
This, the Court held, would exclude large 
segments of the Spanish-speaking com- 
munity from participating, The BOJA 
used this precedent in adjudging Burns’ 
case. 

This decision was made after hearing 
the arguments from Burns to the effect 
that the section in question was dis-

criminatory against incumbent student- 
government office holders, He produced 
a letter written by Acting President Otto 
Butz to the effect that there was a lot of 
work involved in the office of Student 
Senate Chairman, which Burns presently 
holds, and therefore Burns often had to 
choose between neglecting his schoolwork 
or his duties as Senate Chairman. 

John Hollenbeck, an associate jastice 
of the Board of Justice, who had written 
the BOJ opinion vhich ruled Burns was 
disqualified, arguei that it wasn’t the 
business of the Board of Justice or the 
Board of Judicial Appeal to decide the 
wisdom or practicality of parts in the 
ASSSC Constitution. Furthermore, Hol- 
lenbeck asserted, since the BOJ decision 
was based on the Constitution, it should 
be upheld. 

After the decision was announced, 
another presidential candidate, Brent 
Limbocker, requested that the election be 
delayed two weeks so that more part-time 
students could participate. Chief Justice 
Patino held that this would be a matter 
for the Student Senate to determine since 
the BOJA could only decide the issue 
presently before them.

The

Part IV 


Assuming, then, that the political function in the governance of 
higher education has become inevitable and essential, how can this 
task be most effectively performed? If, besides his role as an adminis- 
trator, the president of a college or university is at the same time an 
educational politician, how ought he to proceed? 

One can, I believe, conceive ofthis added activity in two basic ways. 
The one may be characterized as an educationally and politically reactive 
role, the other a role in educational and political leadership. 


Reactive role 


On the face of it, the reactive role appears eminently the more 
appropriate. It is, indeed, the conception which actual practice among 
college and university presidents most often approximates. Nor is this 
surprising. For its logic is persuasive. Since every decision risks 
alienating at least one of the institution’s major constituencies, it is in 
the best interest of the campus to avoid taking action for as long as 
possible. Or put differently, it is best to act only when, and to the 
minimal extent that a situation leaves no alternative. 

This strategy makes further good sense for the career interests of 
the president himself. Having no tenure or other security in his office, 
his safety may be viewed as inversely proportional to the number of 
people he offends. The more noncommittal his statements and the fewer 
decisions he initiates, the less likely will he become controversial and 
the greater his chances of survival. 






Short term success 


In the short term, this reactive role does in fact succeed. Yet over 
longer periods -- as is shown by the experiences of the many colleges 
and universities where it has been followed -- it fails not only the in- 
stitution and community but the president as well. As far as the in- 
stitution is concerned, it permits the building up of discontents with too 
little participation by the central administration to ensure that they 
will be contained or channeled into constructive educational reforms. 
Instead, one of two things is likely to happen. There may be a wide 
proliferation of innovations, introduced by whoever on campus has the 
motivation and skill! to manage their adoption, but with little assurance 
of their educational soundness or compatibility with the aims of the 
institution. Or alternatively, pressure for educationally meaningful 
emotional release may become so intense that it results in demands 
which cannot be met or in physical disruptions of the campus. In either 
case, by not initiating actions tohelpdirect and shape the forces making 
for confrontations, the institution is constantly in danger of falling victim 
to them. 

Nor does the educationally and politically reactive strategy con- 
tribute to the improvement of campus-community understanding. It is 
true that it does not aggravate such disagreements as already exist. Yet 
this absence of overt controversy may weil be misleading. If and when 
some unforeseen event does jolt the underlying polarities to the surface, 
their expression is likely to be the more bitter for having lain so long 
unaware. For they are too deeply a part of our troubled society to go 
away by being ignored. To be overcome, they must be frankly faced up 
to and rationally discussed. Yet such mutually educative exchanges are 
next to impossible in reaction to crisis. They must be conducted as a 
continuing dialogue between campus and community, led by the president 
of the institution himself. 


Costliest shortcoming 


Perhaps the costliest shortcoming of the reactive role is that it 
makes too little use of the potentialities of the office of the college or 
university president. While it is indeed important for the person filling 
this position to avoid unnecessary controversy, this in itself is only a 
passive accomplishment. If he is to contribute actively to his institu- 
tion’s stability and development, he must go further. He must earn the 
respect of his various constituencies. However and whenever it may be 
his style and best judgment todo so, he must, as today’s student genera- 
tion would enjoin him, ‘tell it like it is’’ and “‘pui himself on the line.” 
Albeit with full regard for whatever may be at stake, and appropriately 
to the particular occasions, he must speak out and act to show what he 
stands for. For as anxious as people are to have him do as they wish, 
and as vehemently as they may complain when he does not, their oc- 
casional hostility is by no means the worst that can befall him. It would 
be much more damaging ifthey came to feel that he was irrelevant. For 
then the most effective authority he could call upon in a time of crisis, 
people's trust in him as person of convictions and integrity, would have 
been lost. And without this reserve resource in the office of its presi- 
dent to fall back on, no institution can nowadays safely and confidently 


progress.

Sac’to water 
in jeopardy 


Editor, the Hornet: 

Records kept by United States 
governmental agencies since 1906 
show that the average amount of 
precipitation in the watershed of 
the American River is 2.7 million 
acre feet annually. This amount 
of water is equivalent to a steady 
flow throughout the year of 3,700 
cubic feet per second, To evaluate 
this, observe the present condition 
of the river; during the week of 
April 12-18, the flow has been 
essentially constant at 2,000 cfs, 

The capacity of Folsom Reser- 
voir is one million acre feet. 
Auburn Dam, now under construc- 
tion, will impound 2.5 millionacre 
feet. The Folsom South Canal, 
authorized and about to be started, 
will have a capacity of 3,500 cfs. 
In other words, the Folsom and 
Auburn reservoirs will be able to 
completely control the water 
availabie in the American River 
basin; and the Folsom South Canal 
will have the capacity to divert 
the whole American River to the 
South, where the water can be sold 
to repay the construction of the 
Auburn Dam and Folsom South 
Canal, 

How about the quality of Sacra- 
mento’s water supply? Or the 
jeopardy of the unique delta farm- 
ing area, which has already been 
troubled by salt water intrusion? 
Or Sacramento County’s plans for 
and already large and continuing 
investment in the American River 
Parkway? These are not problems 
of the Bureau of Reclamation; the

The issues of this election re- 
flect the inability of our govern- 
ment, at SSC, to predict and solve 
problems before they begin. All 
the issues raised by other candi- 
dates are real and important; how- 
ever, the real problem is their 
solution, not their definition. 
Further, the present form of gov- 
ernment, is alienated from the 
14,500 people at SSC by its nature, 
structure and assumptions, It is 
the intent of New Government to 
redirect itself toward the people, 
by 1) establishing a mail voting 
ballot (funded by the Adminis- 
tration), 2) establishing an Ad- 
visory Board (made up of every 
group, club, department, etc.) that 
will not only better represent 
people but also bring their prob- 
lems directly to the Committee.

phasis on people, not a concept 
called ‘‘studen.’’

This change of government 
is part of our platform. Unfor- 
tunately, due to limited space, we 
are unable to relate how our pre- 
sent system has created a political 
machine at SSC, The machine 
is here and is a real threat to 
your future and the future of our 
following generations. 

On the controversial issues, if 
elected we will: 1) prohibit spend- 
ing by candidates — this extends 
the right to hold office to the 
poor; 2) drop the 2.5 GPA re- 
quirement for President — elim- 
inates executive elitism and 
extends the right to hoid office 
to “‘average” students; 3) drop 
semester of attendance require- 
ment for all offices — under the 
present system all students must 
actually wait almost a year (some 
a year and half), to run for office;

Are you discontent with the 
current overall position of student 
government and the services that 
exist on this campus? At the 
present time, in comparison with 
other State Colleges, we have found 
that Sacramento State College 
definitely lacks the desire to pro- 
vide the students with the services 
that they are entitled to and need. 
Institutions which were originally 
designed to assist the students by 
providing on-campus services 
have instead taken advantage of the 
student through their monopolistic 
position, and in many cases forced 
the students to seek more eco- 
nomical and efficient services. 

We propose a critical analysis 
of these institutions in hopes of 
bringing about changes directed 
toward the student’s interests. We 
are not satisfied with the services 
provided by the Hornet Book Store. 
We want a book store that provides 
discount prices for students and 
that competes with community ser- 
vices. At present, students can 
purchase many items off campus 
at lower prices. 

We feel that the cafeteria is 
not providing acceptable food at 
reasonable prices. We do not 
intend to be appeased by a mere 
50 cents lunch which we consider 
to be substandard, At present, 
students can purchase quality food 
off-campus at cheaper prices, We 
are also concerned with the many 
other institutions on campus which 
are not doing anefficient and satis- 
factory job, They include the 
Student Housing Office, the Stu- 
dent Health Center, and the Hornet 
Foundation. 

We do not wish to propose that 
we have solutions to these 
problems at present, but we sin- 
cerely intend to seek acceptable 
answers and bring about positive 
changes. 

The second point of our platform 
deals with the role of the execu- 


tive branch. in the past the 
executive officers (Le. the Presi- 
dent and Vice President) have 
taken a biased approach when faced 
with conflicts between specific in- 
terest groups. We suggest using 
the offices of the executive branch 
to mediate the situation and insure 
that both sides are given equal 
opportunity to state their views 
and grievances. We further sug- 
gest seminars to be held between 
the ASSSC President and fraternity 
presidents, club presidents, etc., 
to solve problems encountered by 
these organizations.

Time for responsible 
students to speak out 






Today and tomorrow respon- 
sible members of the student body 
will go to the polls to elect offi- 
cers for next year. Probably the 
most important office is that of 
the student body President. One 
of the rather important issues is 
is how the new prerident and the 
executive branch will handle the 
athletic program at Sacramento 
State ‘ oliege. 

Taiking to the candidates, each 
expressed their views on what 
their future plans would be if 
elected. And as we have seen 
through the past year the execu- 
tive branch of the student govern- 
ment can play an important role 
in regards to the athletic pro- 
gram at SSC, 

A case in point would be Steve 
Whitmore’s handling of the basket- 
ball funds after the black walkout. 
Whitmore was able to freeze all 
funds allocated towards the bas- 
ketball team. With Whitmore being 
anti-athletic, the problems of ath- 
letics have had a troublesome 
time in their relation with the 
student government, 

I feel that it is necessary for 
all responsible students to know the 
stands of the candidates on this 
important issue. For this reason 
I have asked each candidate for 
a statement concerning their 
views. 

Scott Burns — ‘‘Personally I’m 
anti-intercollegiate athletics as a 
farm for the professionals...

we should do it the best possible 
way. Sacramento State will never

be big time but we could have an 
excellent small college program.”’ 
One hundred per cent against the 
lights for the footba!i field, Burns 
feels that he would handie athletics 
much the same manner Whitmore 
did. 


Joe Hay — ‘‘I feel that ath- 
letics should be approached fairly 
and that the executive branch of 
the government should help 
mediate the probleins within ath- 
letics. Both sides of the prob- 
lem should be heard before any 
action is taken.’’ Hay also said 
that Whitmore, in regards to the 
basketbal! fund freezing incident, 
acted without full knowledge of 
the situation. 


Brent Limbocker — “The ad- 
ministration, the ASSSC and the 
Board of Trustees have failed 
to realize that athletics is the 
only real avenue of communica- 
tion with the community.”” Lim- 
bocker, running on a platform that 
would change the structure of stu- 
dent government, also felt, ‘‘The 
present president (Otto Butz) as- 
sumed guilt before it was proven. 
Under the present system of 
government this was all he could 
do.”’ 


Ron Denault — Denault was 
unavailable for comment but from 
his published platform he said 
that it should not be the respon- 
sibility of the student body presi- 
dent to become involved in 
the departmental! matters of the 
department of inter-collegiate ath- 
letics. This would therefore pre- 
clude overt and direct interference 
in areas such as Steve Whitmore 
became involved during his term 
of office when he unilaterally froze 
funds from the inter-collegiate 
program, It is the contention of 
Denault that athletics at this cam- 
pus must continue to play a role 
and to continue to involve students 
from all strata.
